llintory of the LeafM- 


The Repnblicjin league of ti»e United 


States was organized in Checkering hall, 
New York City, on December 1* ibS7, 
by delegates from about 350 Republican 
dabs of the United States, assembled in 
national convention pursuant to a call 
issued by the Republican club of New 
York city. It has been in active force 
in ewvy campaign since that, a repre- 
aent-jtive Republican body. 
It is a matter of history that the first 


state league of Republican clubs was 
foonded in Ohio, the parent of the idea 
being Colonel James Boyle, now private 
secretary to Governor William HcKin* 
ley, 
conceiving the plan in 1885 during 


the campaign of Judge Foraker for gov- 
ernor. Hon. Daniel J. Ryan, who then 
represented Scioto county in the general 
assembly, was made the first chairman 
August 26, JSS6. 


The '-Ohio idea" spread rapidly, its 


constitution being taken as the model 
for the many that have followed its 
birth. The Republican club of New 
York city originated the idea of a na- 
twual league, the first convention being 
hold in Chickeriiig harT"in that city, 
D«c. 15, 16 and 17, 1887. Since that the 
conventions have been held as follows: 
Baltimore, Ft>b. 28, 1889; 
March 4, IRW; Cincinnati, April 
1891; 
Bnffalo, Sept. 1«, 1892; Louisville, 


May 10, 189S; Denver, June 26, 1894. 


The delegates attending this conven- 


tion are the yonug and active men in the 
party, those who control ward caucuses 
and county conventions. While what- 
ever they may do will not be the act of 
the party, their utterances will receive 
veiy respectful attention from the gen- 
tlemen who have political aspirations, 
and especially those who pray and hope 
that their lives may be brightened by 
the fiash of the presidential lightning.

Tho first day will be devoted to the ordi- 
nary preliminary work, with excursions 
hither and thither to the almost endless 
points of interest, the chief of which, to 
the majority of visitors, will 
be the lake and the shipyards, where tba 
annual output in tonnage is the greatest 
in the world, the Clyde alone excepted. 


Tho second day will be of a unique 


character, inasmuch as it provides for 
free-for-all speeehmakiug season in the 
afternoon and a complimentary banquol 
to the delegates in the evenxngt whei 
there will be more speeehmalcing. Ai 
the afternoon session every man will be 
at liberty to lug in Ms particular hobby 
and ride it in vio\y of the thousands for 
a limited time, without objection.

rent of the Koowak river all day, and 
toward nightfall pitched our tent at the 
base of a high bluff forming the right 
bank of the stream. While supper was 
being prepared 1 climbed the bluff to 
get a look at tbe country and was walk- 
ing along with my gnu carelessly held 
in my left hand. Tbe top of the bluff 
was densely covered almost to the edge 
with spruce and alders, and the under- 
growth was so thick that it was impos- 
sible to see more than a few feet through 
it Ahead of me a cluster of rocks offer- 
ed a temporary place to sit down and 
enjoy the view, and I made for it. Jnst 
as I reached the nearest rock a tremen 
dons shaggy animal arose apparently 
from under my feet, and I immediately 
recognized in him the brown bear of 
whose fierceness the natives had been 
telling me for weeks. My first instinct 
was to shoot, and I probably would have 
done so had my gun been in my right 
hand, but the first motion I made the 
bear reared on his haunches and was so 
formidable looking that I concluded to 
wait and eee what he intended doing. 
After a moment's hesitation, during 
which he turned his head from side to 
side and licked bis chops in a most sug 
gestive fashion, he dropped on all fours 
and with wonderful quickness turned 
and sprang ont of sight in the dense 
undergrowth. When 1 returned to camp 
and related my experience, Tah-tah-rok 
my native guide, assured me that th 
bear must recently have concluded 
heavy meal, or otherwise he would have 
attacked me. 


"Some officers from some of the ves- 


sels of the Bering sea fleet went ashore 
at Herendeeu bay during the summer of 
1891 
on a deer hunt, and one of the 


party saw » bear about 100 yards distant 
eating berries. Without thought of the 
consequences, he raised his gun aud fired 
at the animal. 


"The shot went wide of the mark, but 


at the report of the guii the bear started 
for the hunter on a dead run. His charge 
was met with a shower of bullets from 
the officer's repeater; but, although bad- 
ly wounded, the infuriated animal did 
not hesitate an instant and rushed 
straight at his enemy. When, within 
abont 10 feet of 'the hunter, the bear 
rose on his haunches and prepared to 
close. Blood -was pcttring in streams 
down his body. One bullet had shattei ed 
his upper jaw, but ho was so full of fight 
that the final outcome of the struggle 
would have been extremely doubtful had 
not another of the party arrived and 
ended the fight by shooting the brute 
through the brain. An examination of 
the bear's body showed that he hnd been 
struck six times. Three of tho shots 
were in parts of the body ordinarily 
con- 


sidered vital and would doubtless have 
caused death, bnt the vitality of those 
animals is almost incredible. Instances 
are cited of their running over 100 yards 
after being shot through the heart 
' 


"Last summer, while I was at Sand 


Point, two hunters came in, after an ab- 
sence of over a month in tho vicinity of 
Portage bay, and reported having killed 
88 bears. Cue day they killed seven. In 
order to show that they were not spin- 
ning hunters' yarns they brought the 
skins with them, and sold them at a 
trading post at Sand Point During the 
summer of 1891 two prospectors were 
looking for coal lauds near Port Mollcr, 
and about a mile from the shore they 
came upon an immense brown bear en- 
gaged in catching salmon in a small 
stroarn. Ono of the prospectors immedi 
«tely opened fire, and evidently wound 
ed the brute badly, but he got o«t of 
sight in (he thick hrtanh. Being anxinus 
to secure tho *kin tho two men started 
to follow tho wounded animal. They 
had not gone a do/Mi utor* Iwfore the 
enraged and wounded brute tnrncd on 
thorn, and before oither ooo coald firo «

She is naturally 
amiable and slow to auger, but woe to 
the foreigner or countryman who pro- 
vokes her rra 


There is no sadder spectacle in the re- 


public of France than the women shoe 
polishers, wbo doza under the sheds of 
the markets and quay, one eye shut and 
t'other fixed on the bootboi over the 
way, 
patiently waiting for trade. They 


ask 5 cents and accept 2 cents for their 
unwomanly work. 


At Thiers, the blackest town io 


France, the women sit outside of the 
grimy little machine shops mating scis- 
sor blades and polishing knife and scis- 
sor handles. Tbe stream that turns tbe 
10,000 little mill wheels is blacker than 
the Chicago river, and as the furnaces 
never burn without belching the toiler* 
and their devoted lifelong apprentices 
are sometimes Malay and sometimes 
Mongolian, bnt seldom Caucasian in 
color.

City Sheep Shearing. 


A. joke tbat will be appreciated by 


Ijiicultniists lately perpetrated it.--i.-lf 
tu the beautiful and highly oruumcuted 
Central park of New York city. Iu order 
to make the park look aa much like a 
picture book landscape as possible a 
flock of sheep ore kept to gambol oil the 
dazzling green of its lawns. Every year 
these sheep must be shorn. 


Then comes the tag of war. 
A city 


park attendant is not a sheep theater 
any more than an English sparrow is a 
Jennie Wren. The shearing is annually 
done by amateurs, with an attendant of 
difficulty and bad words that will bring 
a dry grin to the countenance of the 
farmer who remembers hij own first at- 
tempt at wool clipping. 


Finally it was suggested thut a shear- 


ing machine would obviate both the em- 
barrassment and the bad language. One 
was seat for. It had a pedaling attach- 
ment which one man was to work while 
another guided the clippers. It would 
be as much fun as riding a bicycle. Seo? 
The unfortunate sheep was caught aud 
fixed into its place. The wheel began to 
turn; the clippers began to work. There 
was a little fuzz and dust of wool, than 
• dead stop. The thing wouldn't pod 
for anything less than a ten horsepow- 
er. The clipper scowled at the pedaler j 
tbe pedaler roared at the clipper. As to 
bad language, there was more of it at 
that moment than had been exploded 
over the bavbering and shampooing of 
the whole flock in previous jvMtrs. The 
city sheepmen don't think much of 
shearing machines anyhow. 


Bach time a war is on between any 


two nations anywhere the question 
somes up anew whether merchants of 
the United States may sell arms and 
ammunition to those nations. They cer- 
tainly may. Arms and ammunitions are 
a part of the cargoes of lawful commerce- 
United States law forbids the euiistiiig 
of men lu this country as soldiers to 
fight any nation with which we are at 
peace. It is forbidden therefore to enlist 
soldiers to help the Cuban rebellion. All 
the same, numbers of Americans have, 
it if believed, gone over to help the 
Cuban patriots individually aud on their 
own hook. Again, it is unlawful for an 
expedition or ship to be used for fight- 
ing against a friendly nation to be fitted 
out within the territory of tho United 
States. Those are the only law aud 
treaty restrictions. There is one danger, 
however, t° which all merchants ship- 
ping goods to a foreign country iu a 
state of Wiir are liable. When JEiigland 
shipped quinine, powder, blankets, tex- 
tile fabrics, guns or anything else to the 
south during our war, the shippers nm 
the risk of having their goods seized and 
confiscated by Undo Sam's blockaders, 
who were around tho southern coa-st 
looking out for them. In the same man- 
ner, \f American merchants send anus 
and ammunition to Cuba, they must 
take the risk of attapk front Spanish 
blockaders. They could get uoredrusa 
through tho United States government 
if they lost their property ; neither could 
an American citizen who enlisted among 
fl)B pnbau rebels claim protection from 
big home government 


Although the utilization of the power 


of Niagara falls has not yet been suf- 
ficiently consummated to judge fullj 
as to tho measure of its success, tberi 
(0 reason to bolipve that the project 
will approximate all that has bcec 
claimed for it. An effort is now being 
made iu lower Canada to utilize the 
Chaudiere falls, which are 05 feet 
high and "Will giro 500,000 horse 
power.

None of our farm auiiuabi distribute 


their manure over the trnniiul as well as 
Li doairuble for the t-iWcliuK-ut of the 
land. Sheep are the leu>f faulty iu this 
regurd. Tlio hug is nut incliiiod tu dc- 
pu>it all of euch evw-'uatiou iu a lua^. 
but hogs huvo aji inclination to deposit 
their exi-reim-nt in certain partu of their 
pasture, and always usoro uf the «\cre- 
]i» lit of all ;uiiiuaL> \rill be dcpObiivd 
aloug their patlis through the pasture 
than away from th«*>o paths. Both the 
horse and the ox depuxit their manure 
iu a mass, giving one small spot much 
more fertilizer tlia. it needs, while the 
greater part of t> ground pets uuua 


The grans uiu.er the manure is killed. 


For boniti fi-et around where the rain 
carries the fertilizing matter there is an 
excessively rank growth of grass that 
soon gets beyond the taste of the ani- 
mals and is scarcely touched during the 
summer, while beyond this there is a 
scant growth, as the ground Licks fertil- 
ity. The remedy is to harrow the field 
with a light harrow or to drag over it a 
heavy brush. I think the latter is pref- 
erable. It will pay to harrow or brush 
the ground at least once a mouth dur- 
ing the crammer. 


Much of the manure produced iu the 


stables and feed lots will be used to the 
best advantage if put ou the grass lands. 
It is becoming more apparent each year 
that mannie is used to the best advau 
tuge on some green crop to be turned 
under, in whole or in part, to enrich the 
land for a grain crop. Certain it is that 
manure judiciously applied to grass 
land gives very good remits. Manure 
should not be put on grass land, especial- 
ly during tho spring or summer, unless 
it is quite well rotted mid fined. Coarse, 
strawy manure may smother the grass 
on which it falls, and it is impossible 
to pi opcrly distribute it over the ground. 
If one puts manure on the pasture just 
before the ground is harrowed or brush- 
ed, the harrow or brush will fine and 
scatter the manure, making the results 
better, and nf course there is no expense 
whatever for this lining and scattering. 
Well rotted manure had better be drawn 
out un the pasture during the summer 
than be allowed to remain iu masses 
abont the btuhles. 


Often isolated bunches of weeds will 


show theniM'hes iu a pasture otherwise 
cletm. Oem.mly th£«o weeds should be 
cut il<mu, .ind the earlier this is 
the safer and better. 


In Tobacco Curing. 


In the agricultural department of the 


New York Times it is noted tbat while 
Connecticut tobacco growers are still 
diiicchsiug tho propriety of using artifi- 
cial heat, of gathering the leaves singly 
and stringing them ou wires and arc m 
a state of mind about insect damage 
under present methods, the southeiu 
growers arc far ahead of them iu every 
part of the business and have adopted 
all the improvements They actually set 
thc-ir plants by machinery, grow leaf 
that will fetch frs,ia 40 to 70 cents :i 
pound and gather tho crop by carefully 
stripping eaeh leaf on a flat, thin pad- 
dle, 
so that it is not tt inched by the 


hands, htr.ug them on wires attached to 
bars hung in houses w armed by flues, 
which euro fhe-leuf m the inoct perfect 
manner in a few days. The Jieat is reg- 
ulated by f-wnifmifj guides that deflect 
the warm, diy current jn>t where the 
lemeh ueed it. and thus the whole crop 
is cured ;it the same time m a most per- 
fect way, and no disagreeable little buc- 
teiium or othef ur, ifible or unaccount- 
able thins of \vhate\ei kind or degree 
comes tn make the yellow leaf tobacco 
glower nfraul.

grass has oneo been »owu on a farm th« 
laud is iwer after entirely free from it 
Yet this grass is easily killed when 
plowed. Its pri'h^tpney conies from the 
fact th.it its seeds scatter easily, and that 
they retain their vitality a long time 
when covered too deeply

are like the olovi-s, both red and white. 
Eaeh nf these ^\ill appear ou laud wh are 
no seed h.u> been sown for years if the 
plant has ever been allowed to mature 
seed,

THE STORY OF A PORTRAIT. 


Huw th* PalntlBg WM Re*e«ed From IM 


Probably Chicago's first painting with 


a history was an escelleut portrait of one 
of her fairest citizens — a belle of 1 837. 
Fine work as it was, however, at one 
time there was imminent dacger of its 
becoming a decorative signboard of a 
prominent local livery stable. 


Long before the days of the iron horse 


a wandering artist strayed along what 
is now the cor^lr of Lake and Clark 
streets, and there opened a studio. 
Among tho early patrons of his brush 
was a dazzling creature who yearned to 
have her beauty perpetuated upon can- 
vas. She was a leader in the swelldom 
of the town, the adored object of both 
secret and outspoken admiration of all 
the bachelors of her set Her family had 
not come over in tho Mayflower, but her 
blood was the most cerulean in the far- 
away down east whence it came. Hence 
it was with propriety that she proposed 
to gratify her ambition, and posed, be- 
decked with a wonderful "amaaoue" 
and waving numberless plumes, disport- 
ing herself with equanimity on. the back 
of a rearing, plunging steed. 


The artist had a fine subject 
Need- 


less to say ho rendered it full justice. 
When the canvas was finished, tho im- 
pressive ensemble was placed upon ex- 
hibition in tho artist's studio, aud every- 
body who was anybody dropped in and 
lavished his admiration upou it 
After 


a time the novelty of the display w ore 
off. 
People had seen all they wanted of 


it, but the fair equestrienne's p<n trait 
still hung npx u its creator's walls, un- 
claimed, and, alas, unpaid for. The 
landlord of tho embryonic Sir Joshua 
Reynolds grew unpleasant to him. He 
pecame addicted to the abominable 
habit of "dropping in" upon the young 
artist and making unnece.->saiy remarks 
about "tho rent" at all kinds of inop- 
portune ptomeuts, until at hist life be- 
paine a burdeu to tho child of art, and 
in despair ho decided to return to his 
native eas? and abandon all his dreams 
of fame in tbe wild prairie town of the 
west 


Among the inartistic and unpreten- 


tious citizen s of the town wus a certain 
highly prosperous utablo keeper who was 
aware of the circumstances connected 
with the unpaid for picture and the 
painter's impecuniosity. The night pre- 
ceding the former's proposed departure 
for the city of his birth it v?as gi\cn 
outs among the good people roundabout 
that tho stable keeper had purchased the 
famous portrait for $500, and that 
henceforth it should be the attraction of 
his signboard over his new livery stabla 
The rumor spread like wildfire within a 
few hours, and at nightfall artist and 
stableman had the satisfaction of ro- 
poiying a visit from the haughty i da- 
tives pf the pictuie's original. The re- 
quired sum was gladly paid by them. 
Two hundred fell to the lot of the 
shrewd liveryman, the painter received 
his first prlco, $300, and every one was 
serene over tho historic transaction. — 
Chicago Tribune.

Apparently thw i-omwtfiS in a simple 


instrument, a ii«udlu uf steel suspeuded 
011 a jiivot, tho iHMxlle muiji"'tixe<l eitlmr 
by a magnet or battery, so that it* point* 
are attracted mirth aud wjuth. What at- 
tract}! and determine the poatiaa of the 
needle, whether it be currents of elec- 
tri«-!ty from north and south passing 
ri.uKil tiu> cartjj, or, as vulgar «?a kuowl- 
cd-« has it, the north pole, scieutifits 
yor are iii doubt. Of course every school 
child knows thut the compass is useless 
as it approaches the north pole, the dip 
is go great, although instruments have 
beoii made for tho use of vetwels destined 
for voyages of discovery. But this com- 
mercial age requires that »11 things 
should be practical. 


Tho modern steel and iron vessels 


have made it a necessity that there 
should be some test for the compass. In 
fact, upou an iron vessel the compass is 
useless unless the local attraction of the 
iron in tho vessel can. bo neutralized, or 
counteracted. This is done by placing 
small magnets in tho pilothouse, which 
cau only be done correctly. by swinging 
the vessel exactly north and south, then 
by small magnets overcome the local at- 
traction, until the needle of the compass 
is correct There the danger begins. In 
a mouth or so the magnets lose part of 
their power ; the iron of the vessel ab- 
sorbs it The consequence is that the 
vessel is in danger. Another thing, a 
dense fog will neutralize or rather 
weakeE the magnetic power of the nee- 
dle of the compass, so if there be the 
least friction in the pivot the needle 
swings upon, the compass is faulty and 
the vessel is ashore. It is a singular, 
unexplained fact that coming to and 
passing the straits of Mackiunc the local 
attraction of the shore is such that the 
compass, cannot be depended upon for 
safe navigation Many a vessel might be 
saved, if iu a fog, by placing a compass 
at the masthead and "con" the course 
by the call of the man placed there to 
observe it If the ship is near the shore, 
say withm one mile, the needle of the 
compass will bo deflected cue-fourth of 
a point ; the shore attracts it. A thun- 
derstorm will change the poles of the 
compass at time.*, aud summer light- 
ning or any electric disturbance will 
make a difference. In the fall a bril- 
liant disitlay of the northern lights (au- 
rora borealis) -will play hob with your 
compass. Sumetiiues the point, espo- 
e'slly in tho spirit compass, may become 
very blunt (it is made of brass) arid the 
Compaq cord will hang. It is a good 
plan for every captain navigating the 
lakes to test bis compass. Take a piece 
of steel .or a long knife, chisel or file; 
apply it opposite tho north pole of the 
compass and gradually try to pull the 
needle either way If after releasing the 
needle from the influence of the aiticle 
used it swings back aud points to the 
north, the compass is correct — that is, if 
the needle is placed right on the card. 


But whf n within a mile or more of 


the slioro tho lead is the instrument to 
bo depended upon. I venture to say that 
eveiy shipmaster will tell you that at 
times the compass has its moods. 
But 


when we take into consideration, the 
many surrounding influences that in our 
modem iron pJnp bear upon the efficien- 
cy of tho compass we wonder thero are 
not more errors — li R. P. Shurly in 
Chicago lutor Ocean.

As 
they slid the box along the floor, the 
friction caused a spark to strike, and 
instantly the room was ablaze. Fortu- 
nately most of the gnupowder had been 
taken otit, it being the end of the week, 
but the walls and floor wore sufficiently 
sprinkled with it to cause a sharp pnif, 
which set the men's clothes on fire 
Alexis, realizing the dangrr in&tsintly, 
and being hinwlf in flames, called to 
the men to follow him, and running ont 
of tho building threw himsplf into the 
prillraoa Tho others did likewise, and 
thus, for the moment, all were safa But 
Alexis, turning toward the mills as he 
swam, saw that sparks from tho burning 
mixing room wore falling in showers on 
the roof of the press and cutting mill, 
which contained, as ho knew, several 
tons of powder. In spito of tho appeals 
of the men, ho rushed back to tho point 
of danger, calling ont as ho i.m, "Kow, 
boys, pass mo buckets of water." 


Then ho climbed fearlessly upon tho 


roof, which was now nearly burned 
through—for in those days tho roofs 
weremadoof pitch audccutoiit— and be- 
gan fighting the flames as best he could. 
Inspired by hia courage, tho workmen

point it is dry, aud full or empty it is 
little more than a sanitary abomination 
at present, but iu former days it occu- 
pied an important place, and when the 
Kile water was high enough to flow 
down its bed it was looked ou that the 
flood had fairly sec in, aud that the kind- 
ly fruits of the earth might be duly ex- 
pected. 


The head of this canal is on the right 


bank of the river, jnat south of Cairo. 
The water enters a cluiuuel some 30 feet 
wide, with a high wull ou its left and a 
sloping bank ou its right or southern 
flank. The wat-er then flows nusler the 
pointed arch of an old stone bridge. The 
bod of the canal is cleared so that it 
would flow in ut a gauge of about 14^ 
cubits, bnt an earthen bauk is thrown 
across it about four feet higher. 


There is uomoie interesting ceremony 


in Egypt than the annual cutting of the 
khalig, as tho opening ceremony is 
called. It takes place between Aug. 5 
and 15. Days before preparations are 
made for the festival Tents with innu- 
merable lamps arc placed along the wall 
on the one sida Frames for all manner 
of fireworfa sire erected on the sand bank 
on the other feide. All the notables are 
there iu full uniform or in canonicals. 
Tho khcdivo himself or his representa- 
tive, tLe Sbeikh nl Islam, the highest 
dignitary of tho Mohammedan faith; 
the Sheikh el Bekri, the Sheikh el Sadat, 
all tho learned scribes of the great uni- 
versity of tho A'ilmr, tlis cabinet minis- 
ters and under secretaries, the sirder ol 
the army aud his stuff, the judges and 
the financier*.

This boat is full of 
lamps, and fireworks too. As the night 
deepens the excitemeut increases. 
The 


populace on the bridge and opposite 
bank are shouting, yelling and dancing 
wildly round the fireworks. 


On tho other side are the gay uniforms 


and lighted tents, from which we can 
look over tho wall down on the dark wa- 
ter, where you see brown figures plung- 
ing in and, waifat deep, digging with 
thoir hoes at the embankment that 
blocks the canal's mouth. Long before 
midnight the fireworks have gone out 
and left tho splendid stars to themselves ; 
tho grandees have all goue to bed, but 
tho people keep up tho revelry, and in 
tho morning, by 7:30, every one has 
come back. Then bnt little of the bank 
is left uncnt, and a few more strokes of 
the big hoes will do it, and the brown 
ftkius and brown wuter reflect the bright 
sunlight from above. Then the Sheik hnl 
Islam solemnly thanks the Almighty, 
Allah tho all powerful, the all merciful 
He implores his blessing on the flood, 
nud at a signal the bank is cut, tho wa 
ters rush in, and with them a crowd of 
swimmers. A bag of silver piasters is 
scattered among them, and the ceremony 
ia at an end. — Nature

An onslaught on opposition tele- 


phone companies is to be made by 
the Bell Telephone company through 
the courts, unless its competitors are 
mistaken in its intentions. 
A com 


bmed front will be presented and re- 
sistance will be made jointly by prac- 
tically all of the outsiders, it is said, 
backed by a fighting fund and led by 
competent lawyers. The Bell com- 
pany movement is inspired by tbe 
decision of tbe United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals in its favor in tbe 
Berliner transmitter patent case. 
Proceeding on tbe claim that tbe 
patent is broad enough to Cover all 
forms of battery transmitters, it will 
attack competitors and users of tbat 
kind of aupurtenances, 
The Tele- 


phone Protective Association, organ- 
ized three weeks ago, was formed 
for legal defense, with J. E. Keclyn, 
of the Western Telephone Construc- 
tion company, as president. 


Competition to the Bell in the last 


two years has grown vigorous in 
various sections. In Ohio and Indi- 
ana, in New York and 
elsewhere 


there are numerous places provided 
with exchanges, tbe entrance of 
which upon the field led to sbarp 
redactions m toll rates. 


The amount of money actually in- 


vested in outside telephone companies 
reaches millions. The Standard Tel- 
ephone company, of Chicago, 
tbe 


latest competing enterprise, Is one of 
the outsiders joined in the arrange' 
meat to fight the Bell in the e* 
pected forthcoming Court proceed- 
ings. 


Dispatches state the Ohio Associa- 


tion of Independent Telephone Com- 
panies will call a meeting of the out- 
bide companies next month, and in- 
vite manufacturers tu make an ex- 
hibit of their appliances on tbe occa- 
sion.
